Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or 
expedient, so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 

category of posts or person,”

(xix) Bona fide luggage and eemipment imported bv theatrical and other 
travelling companies for the purpose of their performances not includ- 
ing those articles which are intended for prices: if a declaration to 
this effect is given by a responsible person of the company

(xxi) Clothes re-imported bv Dhobies into the Cantonment after washing,

intended for use bv the National Cadet Corps: if each consignment of
